Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: On June 1 6 
examiner faxed applicant's attorney a copy of proposed claim amendments that would overcome Marchand and 
Williams references and place the application in condition for allowance. 

On June 18 applicant's attorney responded by suggesting alternative language instead of proposed "direct contact", 
but otherwise authorizing examiner's proposed amendments. Examiner indicated that alternative language such as 
"linked" or "coupled" may not be sufficient to overcome cited art. 

On June 19 applicant's attorney responded by suggesting alternative language "dynamic trusted policy association" 
instead of proposed "direct contact". No agreement has been reached whether such alternative language would be 
sufficient to overcome cited art. Examiner indicated that further action will be taken on the case.
